The production of all 
iasportant crops, it sajs, ivsth the ex- 
ception of wheat, wsl! exceed that of 
ItlP and will be In excess of a!! do- 
jsestSe demands. Thf average yield 
per acre \vill be larger than in some 
years, the quality is excellent and the 
•hort^se in the acrease has been snore 
than overcome. In the past two 
months there has been a complete re- 
versal of the di£mal forebodings vihich 
attended the plantings under climatic 
restrictions; ideal weather conditions 
have turned the prospect of partial 
failure into bountiful harvests, and 
promise of still better return ia the 
crops that come to harvest later in 
the season.

which is isl.000.009 bushels less Than 
last year; but this is offset by the fact 
that there still remains 101.000.000 
bushels ot last season's crop in farm- 
ers' hands and in elevators, which 
makes a total of only fifty million 
bushels less than the crop and carry- 
over a year ago. There will re- 
main, after all food requirements and 
reserve for seed, 220.000.000 bushels 
for export; and on account of the re- 
vival of the industry abroad, and par- 
ticularly in Australia and Argentina- 
there will be less demand from abroad 
than in any year since the beginning 
of the wart The rye crop will be 
practically the same as last, year, 
though the demand for distillation 
which formerly took a large part of 
the crop has practically ceased, and

Barley raising was 
reduced by prohibition. 1'et the- yield 
Ia estimated »t 10.000.000 bushels 
ibove that of 1919: and potatoes, also 
overcoming the dismal earlier pros- 


* pacts and conditions, promise an in- 


crease of 17,000.000 bushels over last 
year. The hay crop falls off about 
eight million tons, but the present 
figures of SS millions Is above the a\- 
erage of the last ten years. The cot- 
ton average was increased by

planting, and the present estimate is 
£0 per cent above the crop of 1919. 


There is, of course, abundant time 


\s yet for some of the estimated crops 
to suffer loss; but there is also time 
tor Improvement above the estimated 
Sgures, and perhaps the one will verv 
riosely offset the other. At any rate 
ihe figures as above presented ma> 
be assumed as fairly accurate. In 
the east, which depends largely on the 
west for the concentrated foods, such 
is bran and com meal, which are es- 
sential for the dairy interests, the fig 
•ures will be read -with satisfaction;

In the 
period endln? et the corresponding 
time in 1920 the quantity of fresh 
and refrigerated beef amvlDg In the 
United States from foreign countries 
was 27.96S.8SO pounds, an increase of 
about a quarter of a million pounds. 


Fresh and refrigerated meats of 


other kinds jumped to twice the quan- 
tity In the 10 months ending April.

But the canned and cured meats Im- 
ported daring the same periods show 
a remarkable drop from 126.624,348 
pounds In 1919 to less than 2,000,000 
pounds In 1920.

the hurried eattas of meals, followed 
immediately by some employment that 
occupies the whole attention and takes 
np all or nearly all of the physical en- 
ergies. Sometiises the malady shows 
Itself ia excessive irritability, a snra 
indication that nerve force has been 
exhausted; the douWe draft in order 
to digest food and carry on the busi- 
ness has been more than "nature could 
stand >rtthout being thrown out o£ 
gear. In another case the person is 
exceedingly dull as soon as he has a 
few minutes of leisure. The mind 
"seems a blank and can only more in 
its accustomed channels, and then only 
when compelled. This also is an Indi- 
cation of nervous exhaustion. Others 
trill have decided pains In the stom- 
ach, or a sense of weight, as if a heavy 
burden was inside. Others again trill 
be able to eat nothing that will agree 
with them; everything that Is put in- 
side the stomach Is made the subject 
'of a violent protest on the part of that 
organ, and the person suffers much dis- 
tress in consequences 
Others suffer 


S"-ora constant hunger. They may eat all 
they can and feel hungry still, 'it. they 
feel satisfied for a little tirae the least 
cnnsual exertion brings on the hungry 
feeling, and they can do no more until 
something is eaten. Scarcely any two 
persons are affected exactly In the 
same wayT the disordered condition 
manifesting itself according to tem- 
perament and occupation. Employ- 
ments that call for mental work, and 
those whose scene of action lies In- 
doors, affect persons more serious- 
ly than those carried on In the open 
air. and those which are merely me- 
chanical, and do not engage the mind. 
All, 
or nearly all, of these difficulties 


of digestion might have never been 
known by the sufferers bad they left 
their business behind them an \ rested 
a short time after eating, instead of 
rushing off to work Immediately after 
hastily swallowing their food. -Xature 
does not do two things at a time and 
do both welU as a rule. Everyone 
knows that when a force is divii'.ed it 
is weakened. If the nieal were eaten 
slowly, without preoccupation of the 
mind." and the stomach allowed at least 
half an hoar's chance to get Its work 
well undertaken before the nervous 
force is turned in another direction, 
patients suffering from "dyspepsia" 
would be few. "It does not so much 
matter what we eat as how we eat it 
TVhile this Is only partly true, it cer- 
talnlv Is true that the most Jrfalthful 
food'hcrriedly eaten*and immediately 
followed by work which, engages the 
entire available physical and mental 
forces, is much worse than a meal of 
poor food eaten leisurely and followed 
by au Interval of rest. 


The tendency of hasty down-town 


luncheons upon the health and moral: 
of all ought to be pointed out, with i 
view to impress on people's minds the 
importance of devising some remedy 
for evils so great and so inevitable 
ilany business men take a hasty lunch- 
eon at noon to prevent the stomach 
becoming too empty, or the system 
from too great exhaustion from the 
long interval between breakfast and 
the regular evening dinner. The ob- 
ject is good and the philosophy of it 
is founded on true physiological rea- 
sons ; but the manner of the perform- 
ance makes all the difference In the 
world. A change from our hurried, 
un"wcial, piggish bolting of food, to 
order, beauty, deliberation and socia- 
bility'of the table, would Increase ten- 
fold our table pleasures, and add 5n- 
deSniteSy to our health.

j erstown Bar association has addressed 
fa letter to the president and board of 
trustees of this village, pretesting that 


I the traffic rules recently laid down are 
I stringent.

| "It is the opinion of this associa- 
jtion." the letter reads, "that it is for 
the best interests of the 
village of 


Cooperstown that the motorcycle traf- 
fic officer now employed by you be In- 
structed that no motorist be arrested 
unless he or she is driving at a. rate 
exceeding 20 miles per hoar, or in a 
careless or reckless manner. You all 
appreciate that a speed of 15 miles 
per hour Is very slow and It is with 
great difficulty that many machines 
can be reduced to that speed on a 
down grade on a. paved street. You 
also appreciate that 20 miles per hour 
is not an excessive speed or one that 
is likely to endanger the lives of pe- 
destrians when the car is driven by a 
careful driver. It does not seem that 


j it will create a good impression of our

\ have s. sign welcoming visitors and 011

Australia, and strenuons efforts to 
eradicate them has resulted In the kill- 
Ing o' a vast number of these ani- 
mals. 
Some 100,000 bodies are now 


In cold storage awaiting shipment to 
England. The embargo on the export 
of rabbit skins was removed In De- 
cember last, and the boom in rabbit- 
skin prices has produced remarkable 
competition In slaughtering the pest. 
The ruling average price, paid to trap- 
pers for skins is now $1.S2 per pound, 
and the demand for skins by the 
United States and European markets 
Is so great that It cannot be satisfied, 
and it is thought that prices will go 
still feigner. Experienced trappers are 
makjng up to §97 per week for the 
skin's alone.

Instituted an eye drill thit has m^^e 
many splerdld pilots out of men who 
would otherwise hare been useless. It 
was discovered that a large percentage 
of men only nse one eye :tt a time, and 
to the early days pilots were not test- 
ed for eye balance. Many men were 
then passed Into the air service who 
could nerer land correctly. When tf>e=* 
deficiencies were discovered a school 
was formed and under an eye special- 
ist twice a dar airmen undergoing the 
cure were paraded for eye drill and 
taught how to use both tfcelr eyes at 
the same time. The result was thst 95 
per cent of the men who would have 
been bad pilots became good ones In 
a little while.
